PLANTING  TABLE  FOR  BULBS 


In  answer  to  our  many  inquiries  on  how  to  plant  and  space  bulbs,  we  suggest  the  following: 


Treatment  of  Bulbs  After  Flowering 

Tulips  and  hyacinths  should  be 
taken  up  about  a  month  or  two 
after  flowering.  On  Puget  Sound 
generally  the  latter  part  of  July. 
Cut  back  the  tops  within  1  inch, 
leaving  the  roots  on,  spread  them 
in  a  dry  room  for  a  week  or  two. 
Then  sort  them  and  set  out  in  Sep¬ 
tember  or  October.  They  may  be 
left  in  the  ground  the  year  around, 
but  in  such  case  the  bulbs  will  de¬ 
teriorate  and  the  blooms  become 
smaller. 

Daffodils,  narcissus  and  lilies  may 
be  left  in  the  ground  for  several 
years,  but  should  be  replanted  every 
three  to  five  years.

OUTDOOR  CULTURE.  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  any  time  from  October  to  February.  They 
succeed  in  any  good,  well  drained  garden  soil.  Dig  deep  and  mix  in  a  little  fertilizer.  Set  the  bulbs 
so  that  the  tops  will  be  between  two  and  three  inches  below'  the  surface  and  six  to  ten  inches  apart, 
with  a  little  sand  under  and  above  them  if  it  is  convenient,  being  careful  that  none  of  the  fertilizer 
comes  in  direct  contact  with  the  bulbs.  Early  planting  brings  the  best  results. 


POT  CULTURE  IN  THE  HOUSE.  Plant  from 
September  to  December  in  rich,  sandy  loam,  in¬ 
serting  the  bulb  (base  downward)  so  that  the  top 
is  just  above  the  surface.  Do  not  pack  the  soil  in 
the  pots,  as  the  bulbs  will  be  much  less  liable  to 
push  out  w’hen  the  root  growth  commences  if  the 
soil  is  not  packed.  Water  thoroughly  and  set  the 
pots  aw7ay  in  a  cool,  dark  place  for  three  weeks. 
This  will  allow  the  roots  to  grow'  and  become  firmly 
fixed  in  the  soil.  The  plants  can  then  be  brought 
into  the  light  and  wall  at  once  commence  the  top 
grow'th.  Keep  near  the  light,  and  at  a  tempera¬ 
ture  of  50  to  70  degrees.  Water  frequently. 

WATER  CULTURE.  Fill  the  glass  wdth  w'ater 
until  the  base  of  the  bulb  rests  on  the  w'ater.  Set 
aw'ay  in  the  dark  for  three  weeks.  Fill  up  the  glass 
with  water  as  fast  as  it  evaporates.  If  the  w'ater 
becomes  impure  it  should  be  changed  and  the  roots 
w'ell  cleaned  before  putting  in  again.  A  small  piece 
of  charcoal  put  in  the  glass  will  keep  the  water 
pure  much  longer.  Give  as  much  fresh  air  as  pos¬ 
sible  wdthout  a  direct  draught,  plenty  of  light  and 
keep  the  glasses  full  of  w'ater.  If  moved  out  of  the 
direct  rays  of  the  sun,  flowers  will  last  longer.
